ACTION OF MARINE

Federal Board to Have

bitrators on Dispute.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 30. — 
The National Longshoremen’s Board 
announced last night that the Pa- 
cific Coa“. longshoremen’s strike 
had ended and the longshoremen 
would return to work at 8 a. m. 
tomorrow in all coast ports. 

O. K. Cushing, spokesman for the 
President’s arbitration board, in 
announcing the end of the strike 
which started May 9, paid tribute 
to the 12,000 longshoremen on the 
coast for conceding part of their 
demands “in recognition of . public 
interest in the termination of the 


strike.” 
“The longshoremen will return to 
work without discrimination either 


for union affiliation or strike ac- 
tivity,” Cushing said. “The em- 
ployers have agreed, pending arbi- 
tration, that the board shall place 
a representative in the hiring hall 
and the men should have observ- 
ers there to see there is no dis- 
crimination. 
Men Waive Point. 

“The men believe they should not 
have been required to hire through 
these halls, but in recognition of 
public interest in the termination 
of the strike they have even waived 
this point. 

“All questions of discrimination 
are to be referred to representa- 
tives of the National Longshore- 
men’s Board and the board’s de- 
cision will be binding on all parties. 
Any readjustment on wages after 
arbitration is to be retroactive to 
the date the men return to work.” 

Marine Workers Not Affected. 

Cushing said that the decision to 
return to work affects only. the 
longshoremen and not members of 
other marine trades. The board has 
not received definite answers from 
the seamen. 

It is understood on good author- 
ity that the Master Mates and 
Pilots and the Marine Engineers 
Beneficial Association have replied 
to the board but these replies have 
not been made public. 

One of the conditions under 
which the men go back to their 
jobs, it was previously announced, 
was that non-union men who were 
employed after the strike went into 
effect should be discharged.

manic special session got under 
way. 
Meeting with the committee were

SAYS AUSTRIAN NAZIS "WERE 
MISLED BY PROPAGANDISTS 


Former Minister Mataja in Radio 

Address to U. S., Asserts They 

Popular Support.

NEW YORK, July 30.—The as- 
sassination of Chancellor Dolifuss 
was laid at the door of German 
Nazis yesterday in a radio address 
broadcast from Vienna by Dr. 
Heinrich Mataja, former Austrian 
Foreign Minister. The address was 
relayed by short wave over WEAF 
and the network of the Nationa! 
Broadcasting Co. 

Dr. Mataja made his comments 
in response to questions put to him 
by Dr, Max Jordan, central Euro- 
pean representative of the N. B. C. 
In the course of the interview Dr. 
Mataja said: 

“The leaders of the revolt, had 
expected a general popular upris- 
ing, but they were misled appar- 
ently by their own propagandists. 
There was no popular support of 
the Nazi movement.”

Survivors of Fishing |S 


Schooner Explosion; One 
Little Anse, N. S. 


By the Associated Press. 

ARICHAT, N. S., July 30.—Adrift 
on the Atlantic for more than five 
days in an open boat, nine fisher- 
men, survivors of an explosion 
aboard the Lunenburg schooner 
Astrid, landed yesterday at Little 
Ans, about five miles from here. 

' Exhausted and suffering from 
hunger and thirst, Capt.. Walter 
Crouse and eight, of his men were 
given shelter and food by fisher- 
folk of the settlement. A doctor 
was summoned for Braddy Why- 
nott, injured when an air tank blew 
up, ripping off the deck and tearing 
a hole in the side of the Astrid. 

Five others of the schooner’s crew 
were picked up by the Danish 
steamer Alssund and landed at Syd- 
ney Saturday on a tug. 

Whynott was on the deck when 
the explosion occurred at 6:30 in 
the morning. One eye, his face and 
hands were hurt, and his oilskins 
were blown off. 

“Most of us were in our bunks 
at the time,” said Capt. Crouse. “I 
awoke to find myself looking out 
on the water through a hole in the 
vessel. Part of the side had been 
knocked out by the explosion. We 
hurried on deck and found the 
Astrid in pretty bad shepe. 

“We were about 126 miles south- 
east of Sable Island at the time. We 
had been fishing and had 98000 
pounds of halibut aboard. What 
caused the explosion we don’t know. 
We had to hustle to get the boats 
off. It took just 12 minutes for the 
schooner to go down.” 

. With only a little food and water, 
the 14 ‘men in two dories started 
rowing. They were in sight of each 
other until Thursday night, when 
they became separated in a fog. 
Several times Capt. Crouse said he 
sighted steamers but was unable to 
attract their attention because of 
the fog and rain.

BERLIN, July 30.—Reports that 
President Paul von Hindenburg was 
seriously ill were followed today by 
a statement from Neudeck, where 
he is in his summer home, that 
“apparently all is well” with the 
aged Field, Marshal.

He volunteered at the age 
of 60 and served in the trenches 
during the World War. His book, 
“Landsturm Under Fire,” ran 100 
editions.

their parachutes to escape death 
in the crash of the world’s largest 
balloon 12 miles northwest of here 
are eager for another venture into 
the stratosphere. Capt. Albert W. 
Stevens, scientific observer on the 
“Explorer,” when it faileu to reach 
more than 60,000 feet (about 11 
miles) Saturday, said. however, an- 
other attempt would not be possible 
before next May or June. 

Maj. William E. Kepner, com- 
mander of the flight, which began 
at Rapid City, S. D., and Capt. 
Orvil A. Anderson, co-pilot, were 
on the way back to Rapid City 
investigation at 
Kearney, Neb., into the cause of 
Stevens left 
for Grand Island to board an east- 
bound plane. 

Stevens said May and June are 
the best months for stratospheric 
exploration, and that it would take 
considerable time to. reconstruct 
the precious instruments destroyed 
when the gondola plunged to the 


earth. 
The only instrument saved was 


@ tre valuable spectrograph, which 


was sent immediately to the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, New York. 
The salvage was loaded into a 
motor truck after the close of the 
investigation and started for Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Other precious instruments car- 
ried by the balloon were wrecked. 
The barograph, however, was for- 
warded to Washington to be exam- 
ined with the hope it might show 
the altitude reached before the bag 
ripped. The other instruments also 
were en route East and scientists 
hoped that some might contain a 
bit of film that may be helpful. 

Stevens, who tied parachutes toe 
two empty oxygen bottles and 
heaved them out of the porthole, 
commented, “If I had had the sense 
of a goose I could just as easily 
have tied parachutes to some of the 


-# films and records and saved them 
@ instead of the bottles.” 


National Geographic Society offi- 
cilals who, with the United States 
Army Corps, sponsored the flight, 
said the balloon cost about $60,000. 
The precious instruments carried 
by it were valued in the hundreds 
of thousands, but no accurate esti- 
mate was available as more than 
20 scientific organizations supplied 
them. 

Scientific Observer’s Report. 

Capt. Stevens, as scientific ob-

FOR STUGK IN FIRM 


Mrs. Lilly Suhre Seeks 625 
iShares in Addition to 
Previous Claim. 


Suit was filed in Circuit Court to- 
day by Mrs. Lilly Anheuser Suhre 
seeking to compel the estate of 
August A. Busch, millionaire brew- 
er, to turn over to her 625 shares 


of stock in Anheuser-Busch, Inc. 
She is a cousin of the Busch fam- 
ily and has pending another suit 
over 812% other shares of the brew- 
ing company’s stock. 

in the inventory of Mr. Busch’s 
detate, filed last week, Anheuser- 
Busch stock, which has a par value 
of $100 a share, was valued at $90 
a share. Mrs. Suhre is seeking to 
obtain the 625 shares at- $64 each. 
Defendants in the new suit are 
Adolphus Busch III and August A. 
Busch Jr., executors of their fa- 
ther’s estate. 

‘The petition says that Mark 
C. Steinberg, then in the brokerage 
business, became the owner of rec- 
ord of the 625 shares, formerly Mrs. 
Suhre’s property, about July 5, 1929. 
On Jan. 22, 1930, it is alleged, Mr. 
Busch told Steinberg he was acting 
in her interest and bought the 625 
shares for $40,000, saying he would 
hold them for her, subject to pay- 
ment by her of the amount he paid. 

Since then, the suit alleges, cash 
dividends of $4687 and a stock divi- 
dend of 931-3 shares in the Borden 
Co., a holding corporation for dairy 
products concerns, have been paid 
on the 625 shares, while interest on 
the, $40,000 payment for the stock 
‘would be $10,673 to date. About July 
3, it is asserted, Mrs. Suhre ten- 
dered the defendants a net payment 
of $45,985 to obtain the stock, which 
was refused. She asks the Court 
to compel the executors to assign 
the Anheuser-Busch and Borden 
stocks to her and to order an ac- 
counting of dividends.

New York ee Says| 


Postal Surplus Cost De- 
partment Employes 
- $80,000,000 in Wages. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Keliogg Building. 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—In a 
sarcastic statement empnasizing the 
“humanitarian” and “social justice” 
declarations of the new administra- 
tion, Representative Robert L. Ba- 
con of New York, ranking Repub- 
lican member of the House Appro 
priations Committee, yesterday 
charged that Postmaster-General 
Farley’s boasted $5,000,000 surplus 
for the Postoffice Department for 
the fiscal year just ended was made 
possible by taking away about $80,- 
000,000, in wages, from postal em- 
ployes. 

Bacon declared that “the hypoc 
risy and vain pretension of the 
Roosevelt administration is again 
demonstrated by Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Farley in cutting down the 
postal deficit at the expense of the 
demoralized postal service and the 
poorly paid postal employes and 
then. boasting of his business effi- 
ciency.” 

The Postmaster-General, Bacon 
said, went contrary to the Presi- 
dent’s assertions that wages must 
be increased, ‘living conditions bet- 
tered and purchasing power expand- 
ed when he made his department 
“businesslike.” 5 


Says Workers Paid Surplus. 


“Where is the ground,” Bacon 
asked, “for the pretension that Mr. 
Farley has put his. department in 
the black instead of in the red by 
the elimination of waste and by effi- 
cient management in the purchase 
of supplies and space? Is it true 
that this is the only economy s0 
far heard of in this grossly extrava- 
gant Roosevelt administration. 
Anyone would feel sure of this if 
he merely read Mr. Farley's 
speeches. But the truth is that he 
took $80,000,000 from the pay of 
the postal employes. 

“Under the bill to maintain the 
credit of the United States the 15 
per cent cut reduced their pay $65,- 
000,000. In order to make sure that 
they got a good share of the Roose- 
velt prosperity we are now sup- 
posed to be enjoying, he put them 
all on an involuntary furlough of 11 
days and took $11,000,000. from 
them. And, not satisfied with this 
parsimony in the face of extreme 
generosity in other departments of 
the administration with the people’s 
money, he cut their allowances and 
suspended enough propositions to 
save $4,000,000 more at their ex- 
pense. In order to show the na- 
ion how sincere is the administra- 
tion in urging business to take on 
more employes until it hurts, Mr. 
Farley retired about 5000 postal 
employes and never filled their 
places. These employes vary in 
ages frou. 50 to 60 years and will 
no doubt appreciate the social jus- 
tice of the New Deal. 

“All of. this humanitarian effort 
of the Postmaster-General to apply 
planned economy to the Postoffice 
Department has resulted in impair- 
ment of the postal service to the 
people.

System Adopted Must be 
OK’d by President Roose- 
velt and Approved by 
Voters of Islands.

MANILA, P. I., July 30.—Filipinos 
today organized their convention to 
draw up a constitution under which 
they will rule themselves for 10 
yedrs. The Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment will be followed at the end 
of the transition period by long- 
sought independence for the 
islands, as provided in the Tydings- 
McDuffie act passed by the last 
Congress. 

All but three of the 202 delegates 
elected July 10 answered to roll 
eall. Senator Claro Recto was elect- 
ed permanent chairman. He was 
the choice of the majority faction 
led by Senate President Manuel 
Quezon, who opened the conven- 
tion. Former Senator Jose P. Lau- 
rel, an anti-Quezonista, was chosen 
temporary chairman in pursuance 
_Of the advance agreement. 

Convention Notifies U. 8. 

Delegates approved a resolution, 
among others, notifying the Presi- 
dent and Congress of the United 
States that the session had been 

pened. The Tydings-McDuffie act 
provides that the constitutional 
convention must assemble beforé 
Oct. 1. A good two weeks before 
that deadline, convention leaders 
expect to have their work complet- 
ed and the Constitution ready to 
submit to President Roosevelt for 
his approval. 

Senator Ruperto ‘Montinola was 
elected first vice-president of the 
convention. Teodor Sandiko, who 
was a General in the Filipino in- 
surrection more than three decades 
ago, was named second. vice-presi- 
dent. 

It is expected that a constitution 
will be modeled after that of the 
United States, with a bicameral 
Legislature and separate executive, 
legislative and judicial departments. 
However, there is some discussion 
of adopting the European pariia- 
mentary government. with a one- 
house Legislature. 

Subject to Referendum. 
_ After the constitution is written 
it must be approved by President 
‘Roosevelt and then submitted to 
vote of the Filipinos before becom- 
‘ing effective. 

The delegates include many lead- 
ers in the campaign for independ- 
ence, as well as business men, 
farmers, engineers and educators. 

Assistance on behalf of the Unit- 
ed States will be given by Senator 
Carl Hayden of Arizona, who ar- 
rived July 22 with a tentative draft 
of a constitution. Later in the year 
the authors of the independence act, 
Senator Millard E. Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, and Representative John 
McDuffie (Dem.), Alabama, will 
‘visit the islands. 

_ Eeonomic Problems. 

Some Filipino leaders believe the 
most pressing probiems facing the 
islands in their transition toward 
independence are economic rather 
than political. Before leaving 
Washington for Manila, a few weeks 
ago, Pedro Guevara, who was resi- 
dent commissioner there, urged his 
people to “recover from the inde- 
pendence spree and face realities.” 
He said he believed complete inde- 
pendence would spell disaster for 
the islands if accompanied by sev- 
erance of existing economic. ties.

Sales Below Minimum Scales 


Recovery Administration Officials Credit 
Provisions With Holding Up Markets 
During Summer Off-Season. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Mer- 
chants and manufacturers are re- 
lying on price control provisions of 
their Blue Eagle codes to stabilize 
business during the summer off- 
season, NRA officials reported to- 
day. They said many destructive 
price wars had been averted 
through operation of the provisions 
which forbid the sale of manufac- 
tured products and merchandise be- 
low cost. 

In six industries—lumber, tire, 
wholesale and retail tobacco, cast 
iron soil pipe, ice and retail solid 
fuel—_NRA has declared the exist- 
ence of emergencies and fixed min- 
imum prices to stop price-cutting. 
These are the only industries in 
which prices actually are fixed by 
NRA. 

An analysis shows that of the 
more than 450 codes approved to 
date at least 263, along with 23 sup- 
plements to them, contain some 
form of minimum price provision. 
The bulk of these outlaw sales be- 
low cost of production. 

Modifies Price-Fixing Policy. 

Last month the NRA announced 
that in the future it would not ap- 
prove price control arrangements 
but that if emergencies arose from 
price wars which threatened to dis- 
rupt an industry it would -fix mini- 
mum prices for a 90-day period. 

This policy was decreed because 
consumer groups complained that 
price control devices were tending 
to stifle competition. The Recov- 
ery Administration suggested that 
those industries which had such de- 
vices agree to their abandonment. 
The suggestion was rejected. 

In the tobacco trade prices were 

fixed to maintain the two-for-a- 
quarter price for standard brands. 
NRA set $27.50 as a minimum for 
a ton of extra heavy weight cast 
iron soil pipe, with other minimum 
prices for medium, standard and 
other grades. In the retail tire 
trade “floor prices” ranging from 
$5.20 to $6.70 for casings were es- 
tablished. 
The lumber trade operates under 
a “mark-up” system. The. dealer 
must add this mark-up—averaging 
29 per cent for the country as a 
whole—to his invoice cost. In the 
ice industry NRA has set prices 
in a number of communities. Last, 
week, for instance, the price for 
“domestic home trade” ice in Bexar 
County, Tex., was fixed at 36 cents 
a hundred pounds at the platform 
and 40 cents delivered, 

Minimum but No Maximum. 
These are minimum prices below 
which no sales may be made. No 
dealer is prevented from selling 
for higher prices if fe can get 
them. The same is true under 
other price control arrangements. 
In the case of prohibitions against 
sales below individual cost, no deal- 
er can sell his produces below the 
price it costs him to make them, 
but he may go as high above that 
figure as his trade will pay. 

Minimum price provisions were 
included in codes for service indus- 
tries such as cleaning and dyeing, 
shoe repair and motor vehicie 
and storage, but they were sus- 
pended when found impossible of 
enforcement nationally. However, 
dealers may fix prices locally if 85 
per cent of them agree. 

Sixteen codes prohibit sales be- 
low “cost.” No definition is in- 
cluded, but NRA officials say in- 
dividual cost is intended. They are: 
Hosiery, wall paper, motion picture 
laboratory, umbrella, gas cock, rock 


crusher, novelty, curtains and dra- 
peries, toys and ——— funeral 
supply, all-metal insect screen, knit- 
ted outerwear, household ice re- 
frigeration, shoe and: leather finish, 
American glassware, smoking pipes, 
gray iron foundry. 

In the retail trade (food and gro- 
ceries, jewelry, etc. excepting 
drugs), the codes provide for mini- 
mum prices based on the cost of 
goods plus an allowance for store 
labor, usually 10 per cent. Retail 
drug prices are based on manufac- 
turers’ wholesale list price per doz- 
en. Druggists cannot sell] a toilet 
water, for instance, at a price lower 
than they buy the merchandise in 
dozen lots from the manufacturer. 
Other retailers, book sellers and 
motor vehicle dealers base their 
prices on publishers’ and factory 
list prices. 

Provisions in Other Codes. 

Most wholesalers operate under 
individual cost restrictions, but 
five—paper distributing, food and 
grocery, wallpaper, beauty and 
barber equipment and radio—are 
based on individual cost of goods 
plus allowance for labor cost. 
Some codes specify “reasonable 
cost of production,” as the basis for 
minimum prices. These include 
shipbuilding, underwear, automatic 
sprinkler; printers’ rollers “ mac- 
aroni., 

In the iron and steel code, —* bas- 
ing point system of freight charges 
ig used. A provision to - fix prices 
was inserted in the oil code, but 
this has not been used. In produc- 
tion it would be Dased on cost as 
determined by the Oil Administra- 
tion and approved by the President. 
In marketing oil, the basis would 
be the cost of manufacture or im- 
portation into state of sale, plus 
reasonable marketing expense “as 
observed under prudent manage- 
ment.” 

NRA now is attempting to bring 
about 200 industries without codes 
under a basic code which would 
serve for all. It would include a 
provision for emergency declara- 
tions of prices to stop price wars. 
If they desire it, these industries 
could establish a system of “open 
price filing” under which each 
would require its members to post 
with an impartial .agency the 
prices it charges so that all may 
see. Most codes so far approved 
contain such a price-filing clause. 
Curbs Divisional Coal Boards. 
In the retail solid tuel industry, 
NRA yesterday removed the pow- 
ers of divisional code authorities to 
declare emergencies and determine 
the “lowest reasonable cost,” which 
would be the minimum price base. 
Hereafter NRA itself will deter- 
mine whether there is an emer- 
gency and approve the cost bases 
before they become effective. 

Administration members of divis- 
ional code authorities were directed 
to send complete records to Wash- 
ington at once. in all cases in the 
retail solid fuel industry where 
emergencies have been declared or 
in which applications for emer- 
gency declarations are pending. 

This action was taken following 
NRA’s recent disapproval of the 
minimum prices established for 
coal in St. Louis. In that case, NRA 


mining the lowest cost for the area 
were not representative.

The 
AAA chiefs thus have set to work 
with the expectation of having next 
year’s program ready for presenta- 
tion to farmers by Oct. 1. 
Work to Be Simplified. 

Its paramount feature will be sim- 
plicity. Officials have recognized 
since the AAA came into being that 
the system was complex, bulky, and 
unwieldy. Much of the delay in 
making benefit payments to farm- 
ers has been credited to the natur- 
al inertia which had to be over- 
come. 

The 1935 plan in its rough form 
as handed to chiefs of the commodi- 
ties section for study after being 
outlined by the planning division 
aims at three main objectives: 

1. A “unified” farm contract, or a 
modification for principal crops, 
with one county production control 
association administering its pro- 
visions instead of several as at pres- 
ent. 

2. Stimulation of production of 
forage crops and planting of pas- 
tures so there will be no idle acres. 
This would be designed as a guar- 
antee against shortages of forage 
in future drouths. 

3. Payment of rentals and bene- 
fits on the basis of the amount of 
land in production or amount of 
crops produced. These payments 
now are made for percentage reduc- 
tions from some “basic” years.

ROOSEVELT'S ADDRESS 
ISAPPONTS.|APARESE 


They Hoped That, He, in 
Honolulu Talk, Would In- 
dicate Pacific Policy. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, July 30. — President 
Roosevelt’s address at Honolulu, in 
which the Japanese had hoped to 
find indications of America’s inten- 
tions in Pacific naval defense is- 
sues, disappointed the press here. 

Afternoon papers nevertheless 
gave bold prominense to the speech 
the headlines showing mixed inter- 
pretations. 

Those of jingo tinge stressed the 
President’s praise of the American 
Army and Navy. More moderately 
inclined papers hailed his emphasis 
on the defensive purpose of Ha- 
waiian military establishments. 


Certain official circles regretted 
failure to mention 


Japanese-American relations, and 
specifically to hold out the olive 
branch to Japan. They had hoped 
the President would seize the op- 
portunity while on a visit to the 
crossroads of the Pacific to make 
a definite gesture of friendship, 
possibly to alleviate the rising tén- 
sion with which the Japanese press 
and public are viewing relations 
with America under the influence 
of Japanese navalist propaganda. 

This propaganda has been care- 
fully and widely fostered by naval 
sources preparatory to negotiations 
on the pending 1935 naval confen- 
ence.

SAYS. RECLAMATION 
WORK HAS RUINED 
WILD LIFE SHELTERS 


Biological Survey Charges 
**Senseless .Destruction” of 
Such Areas. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 30. — The 


Bureau of Biological Survey today 
accused the Reclamation Bureau of 
“senseless destruction” of areas that 
afforded shelter for wild life. Sur- 
vey officials said the Reclamation 
Bureau has drained lakes and 
marshes, taken water from streams 
indiscriminately for irrigation proj- 
ects, and destroyed vast wild life 
areas. 

J. N. Darling, chief of the bureau, 
declined to talk about the matter, 
but other officials criticised a sys- 
tem which they said had made large 
areas useless for either agriculture 
or wild life. 

“Under the present system, we 
take 10 steps backward for every 
step ahead,” one said. A report is 
being prepared for Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes in an effort to obtain 
co-ordination of work of the two 


WASHINGTON, July 30.—A world 
carte] to fix the price of nitrogen 
and allocate markets and surplus 
production, agreed to by manu- 
facturers of explosives in every im- 
portant country in Europe, has just 
been formed, according to reports 
to the Department of Commerce 
here. 

The nitrogen industry, essential 
to the prosection of ern war 
fare, is thus parceled out among 
all-powerful trusts in Germany, En- 
giand, France, Italy and several 
lesser powers, Under the terms of 
the cartel the manufacturers of 
synthetic nitrogen in Europe 
reached an agreement with Chilean 
producers who have been 


flooding 
ithe market with low-price nitrates 


from the great natural deposits in 
Chile. 

While it is not known whether 
the terms of the agreement in- 
volved supplies of nitrogen under 
conditions of war, the cartel. will 
have a more or less direct bearing 
on the cost of war in Europe, since 
the various Powers are now busy, 
as they have been during the pest 
several years, in building up as- 
sured military reserves of nitrogen. 

Reason for Agreement. 

The frantic scramble of the past 
10 years to get into the production 
of synthetic nitrogen—usually with 
the aid of large Government sub- 
sidies—is the real reason for the 
present agreement. With compet 
tion the world price has been ham~ 
mered so low that only in naturel 
nitrates from Chile was there left 
any element of profit. 

The du Ponts, largest manufae- 
turers of synthetic nitrogen in this 
country, are not, so far as infor- 
mation coming to the Department 
of Commerce goes, concerned in 
the agreement, which was reached 
in Paris on July 10. The du Ponts 
manufacture chiefly liquid nitro-

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A CURB FOR DRUNKEN DRIVING. 
Is a great ificrease in drunken driving to be oné 
of the prices we pay for repeal? There is consider 
able fear, and not all among prohibitionists, that 


‘this is the é¢asé. In Chicago, the first half of 1934 


showed ah increase of 300 per cent over the first 
half of 1933 in drunken drivers involved in accidents, 
the Tribune redently répofted. Bt. Loiilé, according 
to official figures just released, had an increase of 
98.8 per cent iff the same period, and an increase of 
29 per cent in which drivers were diagnosed &# 
“drinking but not drunk.” In 4517 accidents here this 
year, theré Were 520 drinking or drunken drivers. 

New York State figurés show & different condition. 
Of 22,007 drivers involved in accidents in the first 
quarter of 1934, only 136 were iftoxicated, an in- 
crease of less than 7 per cent from the 127 drunken 
drivers of last year. i 

‘The probable explanation for this difference is sim- 
ple. New York has & drivets’ license law; Missouri 
and Illinois lack such a law. So while in New 
York liquor plays & fole in @ per cent of motor acci- 
dents, it is involved in almost 12 per eent of Bt. 
Louis smash-ups. The National Safety Council, while 
denying that drinking is a major cause of traffic 
accidents, emphasises that “the person under the in 
fluence of liquor is very likely to get into trouble 
in traffic.” It is @ point that needs no laboring. 

Of 167 alleged drunken drivers taken to court in 
St. Louis in the last sis months, only 64 were fined, 
While the chattte of immunity is that great, the 
evil will persiat.

The Banking and Currency Committee of the sen-

tee of the House will look into possible abuses of 
the holding company setup. Both houses will con- 
tinue their inquity into bankruptcy and receivership 
proceedings. Another House committee wili attempt 
to discover whether bondholders’ protective commit- 
tees have resorted to misrepresentation in acquiring 
or representing the securities of defunct corpora- 
tions. The Communications Commission will exam- 
ine accounting practices and intercorporate rela- 
tions in the telephone and telegraph business ana 
recommend to Congress needed changes in the com- 
munications laws.

why. If weather movements slow 
down and become: what we call 
stagnant, with low pressure exist- 
ing over the Northwestern portions 
of the United States and high pres- 
sure over the Southeastern portions, 
then we have a set-up which is 
characterized by very little wind 
movement. There are no winds 
active enough to bring in moisture 
from the Gulfsof Mexico or the At- 
lantic Ocean to our central areas, 
and therefore clouds are not formed. 

“There is no movement wigh 


and low pressures interact; ahd |, 


causing the elevation drge 
masses of moist air, with com .quent 
cooling and precipitation. The sun 
shines in.a clear sky day after day 
and heats the motionless air more 
and more, until we have a major 
hot spell and drouth. It requires a 
strong movement of air from the 
equatorial regions northward or 
from polar regions southward to 
break up a spell of heat and drouth 
after it has gained sway over a 
large region.” 

The difference between tempera- 
tures as recorded on Weather Bu- 
reau thermometers on top of the 
Railway Exchange Building and on 
the street is slight—not more than 
a degree or so, the forecaster said. 

“It should be remembered that 
while our thermometers are high 
above the ground,” he went on, 
“they are not so high above the 
general level of city buildings. If 
our thermometers were on a tower 
the same height as the Railway Ex- 
change Building, in an open field, 
they would show a degree or so low- 
er readings than a thermometer at 
the base of the tower. The general 
rule for decrease in temperature 
with elevation is one degree for 
about 300 feet. 

“The reason it becomes cooler at 
higher elevations is that the atmos- 
pher@is heated from the ground up; 
that is, the sun’s rays pass through 
the upper air without heating it ma- 
terially, but when the rays are 
stopped by the solid earth, heating 
of the surface immediately occurs. 
As the surface is warmed, the air 
next to it is warmed and this pro- 
cess is continued upward.”

come independent of Chile. Ger- 
many, with her brilliant technicians 
and her dye industry, had a head 
start and made rapid strides, taking 
and holding the lead in the produc- 
tion and export of synthetic nitro- 
gen. However, France was not far 
behind, developing numerous small-. 
er nitrogen plants. It may be said 
here that even the smallest plant 
for the mranufacture of nitrogen 
takes an immediate investment of 
many millions of dollars. Although 
France now imports from Chile, her 
factories are capable of producing 
a sufficient supply to make her in- 
dependent in the event of a war. 
Similarly England and Italy have 
developed this industry to a point 
at which they would be self-sus- 
taining in the event of emergency.‘ 
The most extraordinary develop- 
ment has occurred in Japan, which 
was formerly the largest importer. 
Within the past five. years Japan 
has pushed the nitrates industry 
until today she is virtually inde- 
pendent of world supplies. The 
largest importers are now relatively 
minor Powers—Spain, Portugal and 
China. 

Toward the close of the World 
War the United States developed 
the power dam at Muscle Shoals 
and a plant for the manufacture of 
synthetic nitrogen, but even before 
the plant could get into production 
new processes were perfected. The 
plant was never put into operation. 
Now, with the Tennessee Valley 
project, it is expected that produc- 
tion of nitrates at Muscle Shoals 
will. be an important factor in this 
country.

American capital expanded the 
Chilean industry with a great. in- 
flux of capital. World markets were 
glutted. American exploiters in 
Chile, notably ‘the Guggenheims, 
took serious losses, and the Chilean 
Government reorganized the busi- 
ness, greatly reducing the capital 
indebtedness, retaining dominant 
control over this natural resource. 

The world price sank to $25 a ton. 
Total production dropped from 
2,203,540 tons in 1929-30 to 1,665,022 
tons in 1932-33. A group of men 
set about a conference table in 
Paris to stop this “demoralization” 
and insure profits, 

Under the terms of their agree- 
ment, home markets are reserved 
for home industry. Competition, 
that is, will be non-existent. The 
surplus for each country, if any, 
above home markets, is to be pooled 
and disposed of to importing coun- 
tries at a price to be more or less 
definitely set by the cartel. 

The United States has been a 
rather large importer of Chilean 
nitrates, chiefly because the price 
of synthetic nitrogen manufactured 
in this country has been higher 
than the imported nitrate. The ex- 
perts say that in the event of war 
this country would also, with the 
European powers, me self-sustain- 
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ing. This statement is based on an 
estimate that for a war requiring 
3,500,000 men.12,000 tons of nitrogen 
a month would be needed at the 
peak of military operations for the 
manufacture of explosives.

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Upset Emotions 
May Result in 
Functional Ills 


Symptoms Are Not Organic, 
Yet Sometimes Puzzle 
Patient and Doctor. 


By Logan Clendening,

HE three primitive emotions of 

man are fear, anger and sgelf- 

love. During development to 
maturity, self-liove turns into self- 
respect or unselfish love for others, 
In any well balanced character 
self-respect must be dominant or 
ill health is likely to follow, par- 
ticularly if the fear and anger ele- 
ments are heightened in intensity. 

“The individual usually tolerates 
the heighteniig of anger better 
than fear,” writes a prominent St. 
Louls neurologist. “Fear is com- 
monly the factor to tip the balance 
towards ill health.” 

Upset emotions result in fune 
tional, but not organic, fliness— 
symptoms, not disease. They cause 
much apprehension: but are usu- 
ally curable. Frequently before the 
emotional basis is uncovered, they 
puzzle both patient and physician. 
Most of the failures debited to med- 
ical treatment belong in this cate- 
gory. The patients go from physi- 
cian to physician, specialist to spe- 
cialist, each of whom Unds some 
little deviation in his field, none 
sufficient to account for the iliness 
of the whole man. 

For instance, a woman of 30 had 
some trouble with one of her eyes 
and some digestive disturbances. 
One physician found that she had 
no hydrochloric acid in her stom- 
ach. <An oculist found a little 
‘thickening of the corner of the eye, 
but was doubtful whether that 
could account for her discomfort. 
Other slight abnormalities were 
nated but one of them were suf- 
ficiently graye to account for the 
fact that she was a chronic invalid. 
She took digitalis for her heart, 
under her own direction, until she 
had irregularity of the pulse and 
pain in the heart, which she 
thought was angina. 

An analysis of her life showed 
that she had constantly made sacri- 
fices for her family, helped support 
her father and mother, put her 
brothers through school, and had 
received no thanks or gratitude in 
return. Her physical appearance 
was unattractive. She lost some 
money and felt her future was in- 
secure and that she was incompe- 
tent. When told that the pain in 
her heart was imaginary, she he- 
came very angry. However, on be- 
ing ordered to stop all medication, 
to stop helping her brothers and 
allow them to stand on their own 
feet, and being put on a course of 
outdoor exercise, tennis and swim- 
ming, she recovered completely. 

Another instance is of an insur- 
ance salesman who was always 
complaining of burning and sour- 
ness of the stomach after meals. 
Although there was some tender- 
ness over the stomach, other ex- 
aminations failed to show the pres 
ence of an ulcer which was suspect- 
ed. In making a complete diag- 
nosis of the case, his physician dis- 
covered that he had speculated on 
the stock market in 1929 and made 
profits equal to his income from 
his work; also that he and his wife 
were having trouble and were on 
the verge of a divorce. In the 
years from 1929 to 1933, every time 
the stock market chafiged, his 
stomach got worse. P 

Finally, after he had obtained a 
divorce and had decided to with- 
draw from the stock market and go 
back to his regular work, all his di- 
gestive symptoms ceased. The cause 
of the symptoms was fear of losing 
money, anger at his wife’s actions, 
and loss of self-respect—all three 
fundamental emotions upset.
